Georeze Cooper and the other original de- 
fendants deny that the plaintiffs are the 
owners of the fishery. They deny trespass on 
the fishery. and plead that they entered on 
the waters thereof in pursuance of their 
rights, as members of the public, to fish in 
the wateis of the fishery. 

The Attorney-General, in his defence, also 
denies that the plaintiffs are the owners of

DEAL ABOUT A COMPANY 


Further evidence was taken in the charge 
against Arthur Bentley Hargreaves (41), of 
Park street, Southport, who was arrested at 
Southport and is alleged to have converted 
to his own use a cheque for £250, the pro- 
perty of Cyril Basil Marshall, Glenageary, 
County Dublin, entrusted to the defendant 
for the purchase of 500 shares in a rubber 
company. 

Mr. F. Elvery, Swords, partner in the firm 
of Messrs. Elvery and Co., Ltd., Lower 
O’Connell street, Dublin, who said he knew 
the defendant, stated that Hargreaves did 
not at any time in September or October, 
1932, propose to purchase shares in the Castle 
Rubber Company. 

It was stated by Mr. John F, Harris, Old 
Finglas road, secretary to Messrs. Elvery 
and Co., Ltd., that the defendant proposed 
to him that Messrs. Elvery should invest 
capital in a rainproof factory to be known 
as Messrs. Hargreaves and Co., Ltd., it being 
suggested that witness’s company should take 
£250 worth of redeemable debentures. The 
factory was to be at 4 Palace street, Dublin. 
On April 18th, 1932, witness wrote to the 
defendant refusing the offer. 

In reply to Mr. Liam Trant McCarthy, 
defending, the witness said that he knew 
there was a firm named A. B. Hargreaves 
and Co. manufacturing rainproofs in Lanca- 
shire. He understood that permission had 
been given to allow the special trade name 
of this firm’s goods to be used in the Free 
State for a period of ten years with a pro- 
vision for its renewal afterwards. He was 
aware that a factory had been established 
in this country under the name of Hargreaves, 
Ashmore and Co. 

Mr. Charles J. Kerr, 132 Kimmage road, 
said thatthe premises at 4 Palace street were 
let to the defendant in March, 1932, at a 
rent of £120 per annum, payable quarterly. 
Defendant held the premises for six months 
and afterwards transferred the business to 
Essex street. He did not surrender the pre- 
mises until March, 1933. After dike 
1952, a company known as the Castle Rubber 
Co. carried on business at 4 Palace street. 
Witness received two quarters’ rent, and there 
was six months’ rent due when he got back 
the key. '

MAN DEAD FROM 


OVERWORK 


During the hearing of an appeal in the 
Court of Criminal Appeal, Dublin, yesterday, 
severe comments were made by the Chief 
Justice on what was stated to be the system 
of producing transcripts of notes of evidence 
taken at the trial of accused persons in the 
Central Criminal Court. 

The Chief Justice said that in taking evi- 
dence in the Central Criminal Court there 
should be relays of stenographers, such as 
there was in the Dail, so that when one note- 
taker had been taking notes for a specified 
time he would be relieved by another, and 
could in the meanwhile transcribe his notes, 
instead of being kept writing in court all day 
and then have to transcribe his notes at night, 
and probably be kept up all night. They had 
had an ideal note-taker in the Central Criminal 
Court, who died from overwork, and it was 
scandalous and monstrous that such a state 
of affairs should exist. How the physique of 
man could stand such conditions he did not 
know. . 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., said that it 
was very hard on the stenographer in the 
Central Criminal Court that he should have 
to prepare transcripts of notes and keep on 
taking notes during the day.

APPEAL REFUSED 


John Sheridan, of Wolfe Tone street, Cork, 
who had been sentenced at the Central 
Criminal Court last’ November to six years’ 
imprisonment with hard labour for the man- 
slaughter of a tinsmith, named Patrick 
Driscoll, in a publichouse in Bandon, applied 
to the Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Sullivan, 
and Mr. Justice O’Byrne, sitting. as the Court 
of Criminal Appeal, yesterday, for leave to 
appeal against his sentence, 

The applicant, who appeared in person, 
stated that the jury had recommended him 
to mercy, and that a sentence of six years’ 
imprisonment with hard labour was neither 
lenient nor merciful. He made a plea also 
on behalf of his wife and three children. 

The Chief Justice said that he did not see 
any reason why the trial judge should have 
been lenient with the applicant, and the trial 
judge must have found great difficulty in 
knowing what the jury meant. by their re- 
commendation. The applicant made a plea 
for his wife and children, but ‘what about 
the wife and children of Driscoll, who had 
been killed? 7 

“T gave him the knife all right,” said the 
applicant, “ but it is past and gone now.” 

Mr, Martin Maguire, K.C., who, with Mr. 
McEnery (instructed by the Chief State 
Solic ter), appeared for tue Attorrey-General, 
opposed the application, and said that he 
could very well ask the Court to increase 
the sentence. He did not, however, ask the 
Court to do that, but he did ask the Court 
not to entcrtain the application, there being, 
he submitted, no substance for it. 

The Chief Justice said that the Court 
certainly could not see their way to reduce 
the sentence, and the application would be 
refused. 

The application accordingly was refused.

CRITICISM BY A FORMER

BELFAST, Thursday. 

VIGOROUS attack upon the Northern 
‘Minister of Home Affairs. (Sir Dawson 
_ Bates) for abolishing the judicial 
functions of Northern Justices of the Peace 
was made to-night at the Central Presby- 
terian Association in Belfast by Mr. George 

McElroy a former Resident Magistrate. 
_ Mr. McElroy traced the evolution of Courts 
in early Saxon England, and, comin; down 
to recent times, said that the voice of the 
people was not fully heard in Parliament till 
the Reform Act of 1832. Then the mighty 
wind of public opinion swept up from the 
sag through a free Parliament and a free 
ress, and blew away the dusty cobwebs of 
legalism. The criminal law was reformed 
and its 200 capita] offences reduced to’ three. 
The whole bag of tricks known as special 
‘pleading was deflated, new Courts were set 
up by the Judicature Act, 1873, and they 
were ordered to enforce the rules of equity. 
Lastly, the relics of the feudal law of land- 
lordism were thrown on the dust-heap in 
1925. It was now 100 years since public 

opinion began to rule. 

‘““The 26th May. 1679. is, says Macaulay, 
‘a great era in our history. On that day 
the Habeas Corpus Act received the Royal 
assent.’ *’ All Englishmen prize this great 
law highly, for it is a law which, by direct 
operation, adds to the security and happiness 
of every inhabitant of the realm. But some- 
times the Habeas Corpus Act was suspended, 
In time of war the Government was given 


extraordinary powers to arrest and imprison: 


suspected persons without making a special 
charge or bringing them to trial. In 17 
Mr. Pitt, against strong opposition, passed 
an Act enabling the King to order such 
arrests. The Act was for one year, but was 
kept renewed till 1800, when, the danger 
being over, the Act expired. 


IN NORTHERN IRELAND 
In. 1922 the Northern Ireland Parliament 


passed a similar, but much stronger, 
Act, giving power to the Home 
Minister or ‘his deputy to arrest 


without warrant or charge, and to imprison 
indefinitely without trial. it was for‘one year, 
but was renewed till 19335, when, strange to 
say, it was made permanent. In May, 1928, 
the Northern Prime Minister made this extra- 
ordinary statement :—‘‘I do not mind admit- 
ting frankly to the Committee that I was in 
favour from the beginning of making this 
measure (the Act of 1922 suspending the 
Habeas Corpus Act) one that would be part 
and parcel of our law for all time It was in 
favour of making it perpetual from the be- 
ginning.” They would have an analogy to 
this if they could imagine a clergyman admit- 
ting that he was in favour of making an 
Article permitting Atheism to be made part 
and parcel of the Christian doctrine for all 
time. 

If men could be arrested and imprisoned at 
the will or caprice of a Government official, 
contrary to Magna Charta, and were not 
entitled to the benefit of habeas corpus, then 
the British Constitution could not fully 
operate in Northern Ireland. 


THE MAGISTRATES BILL 

An equally unconstitutional doctrine was 
enunciated in one of the debates on the 
Magistrates Bill by the Home Minister. He 
said that “every man has a constitutional 
right to be tried by a lawyer.” The only 
court he (Mr. McElroy) ever read of that 
tried offences by lawyers without Juries was 
the Star Chamber, which was abolished as 
unconstitutional in 1649. Perhaps the Minis- 
ter would like to revive it. The Home 
Minister did not agree with great lawyers like 
Judge Blackstone, who declared: “Our law 
has wisely placed a two-fold barrier 
(the Grand Jury and Petty Jury) between 
the liberties of the people and the prero- 
gatives of the Crown.” The Home Minister 
preferred two paid magistrates rather than 
a common jury asa barrier between the liber- 
ties of the people and the Executive. He 
passed an Act in 1922 abolishing trial by 
ury in certain cases, but the Act was still- 

rn. The judges had no desire to usurp 
the place.of juries. Thus, in some cases, 
one magistrate has power to impose the enor- 
mous penalty of £50 fine and two years im- 
prisonment with hard labour, and from this 
there was no appeal. i Í a 

In England any man liable to imprison- 
ment of three months or more could claim 
to be tried by a jury. If the Home Minis- 
ter believed in his theory about trial by 
lawyers he would have no Resident Magis- 
trates who are not lawyers, and all 
juries would be composed of barristers 
and solicitors, or else be abolished. Lawyers 
had never been allowed under the Constitu- 
tion to pass judgment on the lives and 
liberties of Englishmen, and it was well for 
the country that they had not. Sir Tf. 
Inskip, the present Attorney-General in Great 
Britain, said in July, 1934: “I believe that 
the reason why there is so much respect for 
law and order in this country is because the 
administration of the law is largely in the 
hands of people with whom the pie are 
acquainted and not in the hands o the pro- 
fessional class.” The Attorney-General was 
speaking not of the juries, but of Justices of 
the peace. se 

The new magistrates ought on the Minister's 
showing to be lawyers, but ig many cases 
they would be mere laymen, What, then, 
became of the right of every man under the 
new British Constitution to trial by a lawyer? 
One thing was sure—the taxpayers would 
pay more for the new lawyers. 


THE BETTING SCANDAL 

Referring to the betting scandal, Mr. 
McElroy said that the justices were no more 
responsible for the betting places in 
Belfast than they were for the thousands of 
cattle smuggled over the border. The Magis- 
trates Bill, with the great majority of the 
M.P.’s against it, was an outrage on demo- 
cracy.

HE other day, in a friend’s house, I 
had for tea some delectable rolls of 
toast with marmalade inside. I pursued 
the matter in the kitchen, and the cook, 
who was trained in America, generously 
bestowed on me a number of recipes for 
American toasts and sandwiches—I pass 
them on, for most of them in one form or 
another can be used at any meal, and the 
hostess who prides herself on tea-parties 
with a difference will surely bless me. 


MELBA TOAST 


The particular delicacy that pleased my 
late was, I found, a variety of Melba 
Toast, which is merely thin slices of bread, 
rolled and baked in a slow oven till golden 
brown.

THE SICK-ROOM

Some Important 
Suggestions | 


Cr Seanad 


A this time of the year few homes— 
big, small, rich or r—can avoid 
the necessity for an occasional sick-room, 
and it is on the woman at the domestic 


happiness lies. Health and happiness are 
such boon companions that the develop- 
ment of the one encourages the growth of 
the other in such a way that it seems a 
toss-up as to which is of the greater im- 
portance. 

The average active person who is ill 
enough to be kept in bed is deprived quite 
suddenly of all accustomed pleasures and 
occupation. Even visitors are taboo, if 
those in charge are wise. Is it any wonder 
that such a patient should rebel, get bored, 
irritable and full of grumbles? It is 
exactly this state that is so fatal to quick 
recovery, and which, therefore, the 
‘keeper of the sick-room ” will make 
every endeavour to avoid. 

Within four walls of the sick-room this 
clever woman of the house must collect, 
quietly and with no fuss, all those comforts 
calculated to banish depression and 
boredom, twin miseries which become more 
apparent as the invalid gets better. Her 
watchwords are tact and patience, and the 
secret of her success efficient unselfishness. 


THE PATIENTS WORLD 


During the existence of the sick-room 
that one spot represents the whole world 
to the patient. Let it be a bright, clean 
and comfortable world. Dector’s orders, 
if carried out to the letter, will not oniv 
help physically; but will also assist to. kill 
time, which drags so provokingly for those 
who are ill. 

Whether the bedroom is very plain or 
the contrary, it will have advantages to 
make the most of and deficiencies to hide. 
Bring in the fresh air in plenty, but never 
allow a blind or window to rattle. Sashes 
can be plugged with paper if no rubber is 
available. 

Should a fire be voted for, its refuelling 
should never be audible. Every nurse 
knows how a poker enjays clattering on 
the hearth. Well, let it; but first take the 
precaution of binding an old _ stocking 
round its handle. A glove in the scuttle 
will shield the hand while fingers replace 
the tongs, and in this way there is no 
fear of noise. 


SILENT CLEANING 
Dust should also be dealt with silently. 
If 


the whizz of the vacuum cleaner | 


irritates the patient, try popping cotton 
wool in the ears for the few minutes. Do 
not fleck dust about. It irritates even 
healthy nostrils. Instead use a damp 
chamois both for furniture and the floor 
surrounds. 

As has been said before, visitors are 
poisonous in. a sickroom, bat their 
messages should be carefully delivered, 
and if they take the form of fruit and 
flowers, all the better. Flowers should 
be placed in the patient’s direct line of 
vision. They should, at the same time, 
never be allowed to become monotonous ; 
if the blooms are scarce change the vase ; 
if plentiful then change both. 

Food should be served spotlessly clean, 
varied as much as possible—and, oh, 
please, disguise its truly awful milkiness ! 
Let it be nutritious if it must, but never 
plentiful. Tempting morsels make the 
patient wish for more! 

Bed linen should be kept unwrinkled, 
and tepid sponges used liberally, even 
under protest. Teeth and hair should get 
special attention, as they are both apt 
to give trouble if ignored during illness. 
A-tonic geritly massaged into the scalp 
keeps grey hairs at bay. Such little diver- 
sion also helps to pass the lagging time. 


BELL AND LIGHT 


It is desirable that a bell and an emer- 
gency light should be within reach of the 
patient, even in slight indisposition. While 
everything possible is being done for the 
comfort of the invalid, be careful to allow 
no whispering in the room. Of al) 
sounds this is the most annoying to the 
person who should be the “‘star turn ’’ of 
the occasion. 

Perhaps, there are people who at this 
point will say: “ What a lot-of fuss about 
nothing.” No illness in an ordinarily

sympathy should be spared to those self-

are ill or not! 

Meanwhile, oh, woman of the house, 
let's return to the genuine “ sick-room.”’ 
While it is yours to look after, neglect 
neither your appearance nor your health. 
Remember that for you cold. fresh air is 
the best tonic of all. If you cannot spare 
time to go out for it, breathe it into your 
lungs through an open window. Neglect 
neither your food nor your rest. On your 
well-being the comfort of your patient 


garnished with a ars aa of melted red-

For 
cheese toast spread the bread (before 
cutting) almost to the edge with mashed 
cottage cheese.

COCOANUT STRIPS 


Another dainty that would be very 
popular in the nursery is cocoanut strips. 
You slice the bread three-quarters of an 
inch thick, remove the crusts, and then 
cut it into finger lengths. Dip it first in 
sweetened condensed milk, then in shredded 
cocoanut. Drain it on soft paper, and 
then bake in a moderate oven till it is 
light brown—about three minutes. 

Anyone who has frequented the new 
cafés in Dublin or Belfast that specialise 
in sandwiches will have realised how stereo- 
typed our notions of a sandwich have 
become. : 

Here are some new varieties—and, by 
the way, when making a large number of 
sandwiches, as for a party, it is a great 
saving of labour if you use a loaf of the 
pan ¢ype and slice it lengthwise after

in most cases, spread your filling before 
you slice—and, of course, always butter 
before you cut, too. 


PIN-WHEEL SANDWICHES 


For pin-wheel sandwiches prepare your 
loaf as above, and remember that it must 
be very fresh and pliable when the slices 
are to be rolled. 

Spread each slice lengthwise with 
stripes of creamed butter (butter for 
sandwiches should always be creamed— 
i.e., worked with a stiff knife), mixed 
with different seasonings, such as parsley, 


anchovy, paprika. 

Roll each slice, — the edge with 
butter, and then slice each roll cross- 
wise. Pin wheels are also delicious when

Battles Long Ago 


The “battles long ago” are never 
really ‘old, forgotten, far-off things ’’: 
if they were there would be less mistrust, 
hatred, and enmity in the modern world. 
In “ A Book of Battles that Determined 
the Course of Civilisation’’ Mr. G. P. 
Baker. discusses and explains a number 
of battles upon “ which destiny turned.”’ 
Sir Edward Creasy had termed them 
“ decisive,” which was probably a more 
accurate description, but it is interesting 
to note that there is not a single battle 
upon which Mr. Baker agrees with 
Creasy. For example, where Creasy 
selected Waterloo as the decisive battle 
of the Napoleonic Wars Mr. Baker chooses 
Marengo ; but from both soldiers and his- 
torians are found to dissent, and give the 
term “ decisive ” to Leipzig. It is im his 
selection of the battles of the Great War 
that Mr. Baker’s choice will be most 
severely criticised. Few will be found to 
agree that the battles which were decisive 
in that four years of slaughter were those 
of Mons, Tannenberg, and the American 
action on the Meuse in 1918. Nothin 
that has been said of the Marne, or o 
Allenby’s campaign, or of the Gallipoli 
adventure, or of the French defence of 
Verdun will have made the reader ready 
to accept this selection. Readers will 
probably make their own according to 
their interest, prejudice and knowledge; 
which is probably what Mr. Baker did.

Not that a convention doesn’t exist. I 
was warned beforehand that it is the cor- 
rect thing at the Dresden Opera to garb 
yourself in a darkly-hued lounge suit— 
and by good luck I possessed one. 


A Labour Camp 


Apart from the show itself, the theatre 
interested me mightily, and gave me an 
insight inte German ideas of democracy. 
So far as I eould gather, the people who 
sat in the stedJls and dress circle were of 
precisely the same type as those who 
thronged the “gods.” ‘They all dressed 
in very similar clothes, and seemed to 
come all from the game stratum of 
society. For that matter, a similar uni- 
formity seems to prevail all over Ger- 
many. You never see here the extraor- 
dinary divergences in apparent social 
standing that hit you in the eye in every 
Irish town. Since landing in Germany I 
have seen no rags, on the one hand, or 
top hats and spats, on the other. Perhaps, 
this was always a characteristic of the 
people; but, if not, it looks to me as if, 
outwardly, at any rate, Hitler has gone 
a long way to make the socialist element 
in National Socialism effective.

Talking of this socialising process, ] 
have ser a visit to one of the new labour 
camps. Another high-light of my trip! 


It was situated in the most charming 
country, twenty miles or so from Dussel- 
dorf, and, rather to my. surprise, was 
quite a small affair. You probably know 
the fundamental idea—that every Ger- 
man between the years of (I think) 
eighteen and twenty-one must spend six 
months working with his hands in one of 
these camps. e lads are shuffled with 
the utmost care, so that duke’s son and 
cook’s son are thrust into companionship 
with each other, by day and night, for 
those six months, and thereby shake off 


most of their inherited prejudices 
and get to appreciate each other's. 
outlook upon life. The camp itself 


was extraordinarily interesting to me, 


It consisted: of four wooden buildings: 


arranged in a square around a very 
neatly-kept grass enclosure, with a little 
pond and fountain in the middle of it, 
and had all the traditional German tidi- 
ness. The members of the camp, who wear 
& uniform, were drilling in an adjacent 
field. Soon, my German companion told 
me, they would be put to work in earnest, 
reclaiming land or clearing ground for 
afforestation or tillage, and incidentally 
learning what manual labour means. I 
could not help hinking that it would do 
some of us @ great deal of ge a 
similar system existed in Ireland. I could 
not help thinking, too, of what would 
happen to any Irish Government that 
ventured upon the experiment. 


Hotel de Luxe 


This, Charles, is really a most delightful 
country, packed with almost incredible 
things. Let me tell you about my hotel 
here in Berlin, a monstrous affair beside 
the Friedrichstrasse. On leaving my room 
on the first floor I strolled along a passage, 
and all of a sudden found myself in the 


first room of a iarge restaurant containing, 


if I remember rightly, nine rooms in all. 
Each room was decorated to recall a 
province of Germany, and served the par 
ticular food of that province, I dined in 
the Rhineland room, wandered through 
the roe eight in order to see what 
they looked like, turned a corner, and 
found myself on the balcony of a large 
variety theatre. What could have been 
more enticing to a weary Irishman, full 
of Rhineland food, than a variety show? 
So I sat me down. At the interval I 
followed the crowd through a series of 
foyer or corridors, or whatever they are 
called, and emerged in a beer-house of 
gigantic proportions, All of these places, 
with, I understand, another A yn 
another hotel, and another restaurant or 
two, are under the one roof, and compose 
a huge block several hundred yards square. 
What enterprise! What public utilities 
companies they must have in Germany! 
They know how to live, these children of 
the Fatherland. 

Is there no hope of your slipping over 
to join me for the rest of my holiday? 
By train to Cobh, thence, in the lap of 
luxury (and mightily inexpensive luxury, 
considering all you get) by liner to Ham- 
burg, If you can manage it, I shall come 
up to Hambuiy to meet you; not so much, 


let me confess, because I am anxious to 


enjoy your company a few hours earlier 
as because I should like the excuse to 
take another trip on the Flying Ham- 
burger, the fastest train, I am told, in 
the world. When I first saw it pull into 
the station I was acutely disappointed, 
because it looked like nothing more im- 
posing than a kitten of the Drumm 
train; but, once it got into its stride, my 
disappointment did not take long to dis- 
appear. 

. Will you come? Register marks were 
standing at 23 to the pound when I got 
my lot. Even if they biva dropped very 
considerably, you can still look forward 
to the cheapest week you ever spent.

HE strides made by medicine and 
| surgery during the last century are 
well shown by the first of these books, in 
which the author describes the lives ‘and 
labours of those who wrought for medical 
science during that time. He deals only 
with the British scientists, but their work 
and influence have been world-wide in 
their scope and have covered almost every 
field of medical science and research. 
Firstly, there is Jenner, whose services to 
humanity are incalculable, and whose in- 
fluence was so great that the Emperor 
Napoleon himself liberated some prisoners 
of war for whom Jenneg had intereeded. 
“I can refuse nothing to Jenner,” he 
said, while making the order for release. 
In the same way a letter from Jenner 
could procure an invalid safe conduct to 
countries abroad whither “might be 


travelling for his ealt! 
privateers and enemy vessels the 
name of Jenner appended to a letter whi 
described the bearer as tra 
abroad for his health, secured for its 

ossessor privileges no passport from a 
cing could obtain. Then there was Sir 
Astley Cooper, whose careful labours and 
excellent teaching did so much for the 
advancement of surgery. Shortly after Sir 
Charles Bell began his great work, which 
helped so much to Jay the foundations of 
méin, seó surgery and medicine, 

Bright, who gave his name to a disease 
of the kidneys, and who was also one of 
the earliest enunciators of the doctrine 
of cerebral localisation, and Marshall 
Hall, whose work abolished the barbarous 
bleeding then so prevalent, follow. 
Ireland is represented by Gabriel 
Stokes. Other names of note are Lister, 
the father of aseptic surgery, and Manson 
and Ronald Rogs, names so recent that 
their fame is still bright before the public 
eye. With each biography the author has 
given so much that is of human and 
general interest that the book must be 
appreciated ky any reader who is able to 
take a little serious science with his enjoy- 
ment of good biography and some enter- 
taining tales, 


The Burglar’s Bill 


For half a century Dr. Robert Morris 
has practised his calling as a surgeon in 
North America. During that long period 
he seems to have devoted himself at-various 
times to almost every important branch 
of ‘surgery, so that his book is as much 
a history of the growth of modern aseptic 
surgery in America as a volume of 
reminiscences. His endless experiences 
enable him to pronounce authoritatively 
on such diverse subjects as gland-grafting 
and osteopathy, while his lengthy pro- 
fessional career had given him an in- 
exhaustible stock of medical stories—grave, 
gay and illustrative of every side of human 
In deal- 
ing with the vexed question of fees, he 
tells a story well worth reproduction. 
“ Sometimes,’ he writes, “it becomes 
difficult for young surgeons to know what 
charge to make for service rendered. They 
go to older men for advice. One of the 
younger doctors, Dr. Santangelo, was com. 
pleting an operation just as I stepped 
into the door of the operating room. 
little later, meeting me in thg hallway, 
he said: ‘I do not know just how to 
charge that patient; please give »me 
advice.” I replied: ‘You gave him per- 
manent relief from a distressing condition. 
The work was nicely performed, and he 
should now be enabled to follow his occupa- 
tion in good spirit. What is his occu- 
pation?’ “He is a burglar.. He will pay 
anything that T ask him to pay, but he 
will have to go out and get it. How much 
shall I charge?’ ”

After Three Years 


Yesterday was the third anniversary of 
the advent to power in Germany of the 
National Socialist Party. The world has 
grown so much accustomed to the Nazis 
that it is difficult to realise that they have 
been in the saddle only for three years. 
During that period they have brought 
about a whole series of revolutions in 
Germany, and it is possible now, to some 
extent at any rate, to appraise the achieve- 
ments of Herr Hitler’s administration. 


|! Let us admit at once that enormous 


changes have been wrought in Germany. 
When Herr Hitler came into power things 
were at sixes and sevens in the Fatherland. 
After fourteen years of ‘‘ fulfilment,’’ the 
terms of the peace treaties had driven the 
German people almost to distraction. They 
had abandoned all hope. They had lost 
confidence in themselves and their future, 
and there is no doubt at all that they 
had fallen to a level of 
national stability. To-day they are a com- 
pletely different people. They have re- 
covered their self-réspect; they have set 
to work with a will to build up again the 
national structure that had been almost 
destroyed during the post-war years of 
uncertainty and unrest, and they have 
achieved a measure of national unity that 
never existed previously. The credit for 
these most remarkable. changes must be 
given to Herr Hitler, however much we 
may dislike the man and his methods. 
From the point of view of the outside 
world, he has set a most dangerous 
example; but from that of the German 
people he has accomplished a_ miracle. 
Within the short space of three years the 
entire organisation of the German Reich 
has been reformed. The separate States 
have been fused now into an organic whole. 
Government has been centralised with far- 
reaching results, the centrifugal 
tendencies that were beginning to manifest 
themselves during the Centre Party’s 
régime have disappeared completely. 
Whatever else may, or may not, be said 
of Germany to-day, nobody can deny that 
the nation is united. Where the mighty 
Bismarck failed, the little Austrian 
Corporal has succeeded. History affords 
no more astonishing example of personal 


very low 


and 


achievement. 

In some respects Herr Hitler seems to 
have taken his cue from President de 
Valera. No sooner had he come into 
power than he decided to ignore the 
Treaty of Versailles, just as Mr. de 
Valera decided to ignore the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty of 1921. The Weimar Constitution 
went the way of the Free State Constitu- 
tion; and the Nazi Party merely laughed 
when it was accused of breaches of faith. 
One by one those clauses of the Versailles 
Treaty which did not suit the Germans 
have gone by the board. Herr Hitler, 
with his two lieutenants, General Goering 
and Dr. Goebbels, set out from the first 
day to re-arm the German nation, taking 
the view that only a strongly armed 
people could hope to.make its voice heard 
in the councils of the world; and, 
unhappily, their cynical view segms to 
have been. justified. They began in a 
clandestine way, much after the fashion 
of Scharnhorst and his colleagues after 
Jena, and gradually built up a strong 
establishment of armed forces on land 
and in the air, until last year Herr Hitler 
was able to inform the British Govern- 
ment that the German Air Force—which 
in theory up to that moment had not even 
existéd—already was on a par withthe 
Royal Air Force. Thereafter the Nazis 
abandoned all pretence. They re-intro- 
duced the law governing compulsory 
military service; they raised the strength 
of their army far above the level to 
which the other Powers were willing to 
agree; and by the simple process of a 
series of accomplished facts, confronted 
the world with a complete dilemma. In a 
word, Herr Hitler “ got away with it.” 
After a few months he tore up the Treaty 
of Versailles in open defiance of the 
former Allies. He managed to negotiate 
a naval agreement with Great Britain, 
without even the knowledge of the French 
Government. He skilfully drew Poland 
away from the influence of the Quai 
d’Orsay, and by means of methods which 
were as effective as they often were 
unscrupulous, thrust Germany once again 
into the forefront of the world’s Great 
Powers. That this revival of German 
might constitutes a. danger to world 
peace is certain; it is equally certain 
that, in the eyes of the German people, 
it has raised Adolf flitler to the stature 
of a deMi-god. he é 
. For these benefits the German people 
have been required to pay a heavy price ; 
but it is unfair to judge them by the 
tandards that apply to other European 


| peoples. They just happen to be different. 
“I What other people would have tolerated 
| the’ Draconian measures that have been 


throughout the Free State, 


Jews were being subjected to the terrible 
persecutions of the last couple of years? 
We do not doubt that there are many in 
Germany “still who harbour liberal ideas, 
and loathe the Hitlerite methods just as 
strongly as we loathe them; but the great 
majority of Germans of every party is 
willing to support the Government through 
thick and thin, whether it happens to be 
right or wrong. The campaign against 
the Jews has been rewarded with popular 
appfause. Now the Government is cross- 
ing swords not only with the Vatican, but 
even with the strictly Aryan Churches that 
profess the Protestant faith. It has 
alienated the sympathies of Christian 
people throughout the world; but 
apparently it simply does not care about 
outside opinion, and, if its actions are 
not ethical, they at least seem to be 
logical, Herr Hitter—again like Mr. de 
Valera—claims a popular (or is it a 
divine?) mandate for everything that is 


done; and, if anybody with ideas of his 


own happens to get in the way of the 
Nazi machine, so much the worse for him. 
Herr Hitler may be one of the world’s 
really great men, or he may be only a 
charlatan who has been carried to tem- 
porary success on a wave of more or less 
fortuitous circumstance. Time alone will 
tell. Freedom has been stifled in Ger- 
many, but the army has been restored. 
Debts have been repudiated wholesale, but 
there seems to be no lack of funds for the 
purposes of expansion in the air. The 
Germans, not unnaturally, are inclined 
to judge their leader by what he has done 
for them at home. History, in the long 
run, will judge him by his foreign policy, 
and the measure of his success will be the 
length of time for which he will be able 
to keep his country out of another war. 


Leaving School 
Both Great Britain and the Free State 


have been considering an extension of the 
school-leaving 
definite decision has been taken only by 
Great Britain. The text of a British bill 
for this purpose is published to-day. It 
is intended to come into force on Septem- 
ber Ist, 1939, and it will raise the school- 
leaving age from 14 to 15 years. Half a 
million children, it is calculated, will be 
involved in this measure, which will compel 
them to remain an additional year at 
school, and they will be granted exemption 
only in special cases. If the authorities 
are satisfied that a child obtain 
‘‘ beneficial ’’ ‘ employment between the 
ages of 14 and 15, or if the child is needed 
to help his parents at home, he may be 
excused, but not otherwise. The annual 
extra cost will be nearly £2,500,000, to be 
borne partly by the Exchequer and partly 
by the ratepayers. Like Great Britain, 
this country is impressed by the need to

raise the school-leaving age. 
idealist’s point of view, it is unfair to deny 
the children the benefits of a full 
education, and to send them out into the 
world at the very age when, normally, 
they should be just beginning to get the 
full benefit of their teaching.

Northern Transport 


D. L. Clarke, the Chairman of 
Northern Transport Board, has 
been correcting some misconceptions. 
Apparently, rumours have been abroad 
in the Six Counties to the effect that the 
new transport system is a ' ramp,’’ whose 
objects are to kill the carriage of goods 
by road, and to increase the price of 
transport in general. It is hard to believe 
that Sir Felix Pole, who invented the 
scheme, would have lent himself to any 
such deceit, and Mr. Clu... was justly 
indignant when he denied the rumours at 
Newry. Like most rumours, however, they 
probably bear a germ of truth. It is 
necessary to the restoration of sound 
transport conditions in the North, as in 
the Free State, that a substantial share 
of the traffic which has been diverted from 
the railways during the past ten ycars 
shall be returned to them. ana the 
Northern Transport Board is trying to 
repair the balance. It is probably true, 
moreover, that fares upon many routes 
have increased. While cut-throat com- 
petition between numerous omnibus and 
lorry services existed, fares were reduced 
to a grossly uneconomic level; some 
services allowed themselves merely the 
barest: margin of profit, in order that they 
might drive competitors from the roads. 
It is not unreasonable that the new 
Transport Board should raise fares to a 
level at which the services can begin to

‘pay. Actually, both road and railway 
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faics in the North compare very tavour- 
ably with those prevailing in the. Free 
State and in England. We look with 
interest to the process of this Northern 
experiment, whose sticcess will set an 
example to transport authorities in. many 
other countries. It is the first serious 
attempt in these islands—except in the 
City of London—to co-ordinate transport 
for the public good. In theory, the 
system is perfect; all that remains to be 
seen is whether it will satisfy the public. 
If it contrives to pass that test, the traffic 
problems of many countries—including the 
rest of Ireland—will have found a 
solution.

Wireless Critics 


‘We get very few abusive letters,” said 
an official of the B.B.C. ‘More than 
80 per cent. of the correspondence relating 
to the programmes is of an appreciative 
nature.’’ The B.B.C., therefore, would 
seem to be in the joyful position of being 
able to give the public—or, at any rate, 
a comfortable proportion of the public— 
what it wants, and, further, to receive 
from the public enthusiastic recognition 
of its services. No artist could ask for 
more; but the B.B.C. is discontented. 
It receives only 150,000 letters a year. At 
Broadcasting House there is a special 
programme correspondence staff, the 
members óf which are keen to make a 
personal examination of the opinions of 
7,500,000 wireless licence-holders ; to reply 
to 7,500,000 wireless licence-holders, and 
to submit to all departments of the cor- 
poration an analysis of complaints, sugges- 
tions and praise. As the correspondence 
at the moment stands, they feel they 
almost might be wasting their time. 
mittedly, the Children’s Hour, more or 
less, inspires a very large number of 
parents to write and sing of their delight; 
religious talks have a strong and active 
following, and even foreign listeners have 
been so moved by English dance music 
that they write to London about it; but 
the B.B.C. cannot disregard the sloth of 
the 7,350,000 who listen without comment. 
One can understand its feelings. Thousands 
of pounds are being paid to a world. 
famous entertainer to entertain the world 
from Portland square, with the technical 
assistance of the corporation; but, for all 
the corporation knows, the world may be 
listening in to a talk on fruit farming 


from Heidelberg. Unless the world replies 


in writing that it enjoyed exceedingly the 
recent broadcast, the B.B.C. cannot be 
certain that its money was well spent. 
Perhaps the fruit farming discourse would 
have enjoyed a smaller audience if the 
London programme had been presented in 
a slightly different fashion. The B.B.C. 
will never know if it is not told; but we 
fear that 150,000 letters in the year is 
about all that can be expected. The 
majority of the listening public, surfeited 
with first-class entertainment, must be 
insulted or revolted if it is to be moved 
to reply—and that very seldom happens.

In an editorial article The' Times 


remarks to-day: The report of the Royal 
Commission on the Despatch of Business 
at Common Law was issued yesterday, 
and will command general respect. More- 
over, the substance of its recommenda- 
tions is likely to commend itself to poten- 
tial litigants, though it may well en- 
counter a more mixed reception from the 
experts. Opinion in this regard is 
divided between two schools. According 
to one, the state of business in the King’s 
Bench Division calls for prompt and 


searching reform. According to the other, | 


if forces already operating are allowed 
unimpeded play, little, if anything atall, 
needs doing. The main complaint urged 
against the King’s Bench when the Com- 
mission was appointed in December, 1934, 
and for years before, was want of 
despatch, and despatch is the key-word in 
its terms of reference. The Commissioners 
have interpreted this term in a liberal 
sense—as embracing not only speed in the 
discharge of work coming forward, but an 
even continuous and orderly flow of that 
work itself. What want of despatch, 
whether in the narrow or large sense, has 
there, in fact, been? 

Critics of the Division have often found 
proof, satisfying to themselves, of culpable 
delay in the volume of cases from time to 
time awaiting trial, and since between the 
appointment of the Commission and their 
report this waiting list has been very sub- 
stantially reduced. the opponents of 
change may (somewhat hastily) claim that 
they have been justified, and that the re- 
forms proposed by the Commission are 
superfluous. Yet it is common knowledge 
that, even to-day. few litigants are satis- 
fied with the Division as it is. The fall in 
so-called arrears, as the Commission point 
out, may well be due, in some degree, to 
an increasing reluctance to resort to the 
King’s Bench. 

The main objective of most of the 
suggestions is to extend to all cases the 
system of fixing dates, exact or approxi- 


mately, for trial. Finally, it should 
be said, that no immediate addition 
to judicial strength is proposed ; 


that must abide the result of these 


experimental reforms. But it . is 
recommended that judges should be subject 
to a fixed retiring age of 72 (Lord 
Hanworth, in an addendum, prefers 78. 
if there must “be a limit, and Sir Claud 
Schuster no limit at all), with a scale of 
pension graduated according to length of 
A notable public document, even 
if it contained no more than the pre- 
liminary survey of the structure of the 
Division and the interesting, and some- 
times ‘unexpected, statistics in relation 
thereto; a memorable document if its 
recommendations enable a suitor in the 


Division to know, even within approximate

HE House of Commons before long 
will have to consider the arrange- 
ment of the Civil List for the new reign, 
as it is provided by legislation that it must 
be reviewed before the expiration of six 
months after the rupryy of the Crown. 
Queen Mary’s income of £70,000 a year is 
provided by the Civil List Act of 1910. 


The usual procedure is a message from the 
King intimating that he places at the dis- 
posal of the House of Commons the 


hereditary revenues of the Crown, amount- 
ing to about £1,300,000 a year, m return 
for incomes for the Crown and Royal 
Family as arranged in the Civil List. The 
matter is then referred to a Select Com- 
mittee of the House to consider. It is 
probahle that the Government will suggest 
a more reasonable distribution of the 
income by increasing the amount paid to 
the Crown and the Heir-Presumptive. The 
£470,000 a year paid to the King is not 
great. when the demands upon him are con- 
sidered, while the Treasury benefits to the 
extent of about £600,000 a year from thie 
Crown estates. | 


Rumoured Changes : 


Many rumours have been current during 
the past few days as to changes in the 
personal staff of the King, and it has been 
said that Lord Wigram, who served the 
late King for so many years as Private 
Secretary, is likely to retire at once. This 
story, however, is given little credit in 
Court circles. Lord Wigram, who is sixty- 
three, may decide to retire in the near 
future; but it is probable that he will 
remain with the King for some months to 
come, until Sir Godfrey Thomas, the 
King’s Private Secretary, can succeed hin. 
Up to the present there has been no con- 
sideration of changes, and the King has 
been much too occupied to give his atten- 
tion to matters which can well wait. 


New Coinage 


Mr. Percy Metcalfe, who designed thé 
coinage for the Irish Free State, has been 
in the Royal Hospital at Richmond for the 
last five weeks undergoing an operation 
for a war wound. It is possible that Mr 
Metcalfe, who designed the Jubilee Medal 
last year and the Great Seal of England 
in 1928, may be asked to design the new 
coins which will have to come into use with 
Edward VIII.’s head on them.

Ice Cream - . 
At least 30,000,000 gallons of ice cream 


were sold in Britain last year, and few 
trades in the country have progressed so 
rapidly. 65,000 retailers are nov en- 
gaged in the business, and one .irm alone 
can sel! 2,000,000 portions a day. On the 
manufacturing side, even greater changes 
have taken place, and most of the 
appliances now used were unkno-n a few 
vears ago. The size, variety and. ingenuity 
of the machines now used ?s one of the 
surprising features of the National Dairv 
and Ice Cream Exhibition, which opened 
at the Crystal Palace yesterday. A 
notable advance during the p:st vear has 
been the increased use of fresh dairy pro- 
ducts in the making of ice cream: No less 
than 3,000,000 gallons of milk and cream 
have been used since last April. It was 
then that the Milk Marketing Board 
acceded to proposals made by the Ice 
Cream Association, and an arrangement 
was made for members of the Associaiion 
to purchase fresh milk and cream at the 
prices of bulk supplies. Negotiations are 
now in progress for a definite legal 
standard for ice cream to be set up and 
enforced by Government authority. 


Lost Property 


The vast crowds for the Lying-in-State 
and the Royal funeral were more carefu! 
of their property than during the time o! 
the Jubilee celebrations, when the numbei 
of lost articles reached a high total. For 
the day of the funeral the number of 
umbrellas left behind in Tube trains and 
road vehicles numbered six hundred, 
which compares with an average daily 
collection of about five hundred. Apart 
from umbrellas little property was left 
behind, and handbags, Mackintoshes and 
other articles of clothing did not exceed a 
normal day’s losses. In this connection

| ing the past two years. Half of the sum. 


has been handed to the Transport Bene- 
volent Fund Council, and the remainder 
distributed to about fourteen social and 
athletic clubs connected with the staff.

Socialists Vote In Balance

PARIS, Thursday. 


The new French Government met Parlia- 
ment for the first time this afternoon 
assured of a majority; but what will be 
the size and composition of that majority 
neither the Government nor anyone else 
can tell. Everything depends on the 
Socialists. 

At a meeting of the Socialist group this 
morning the party decided that its atti- 
tude to the Government would depend on 


the Government’s reply to two questions 


which M. Leon Blum will put during the 
debate on the Ministerial declaration of 
policy. The questions are:— 
1—What do you intend to do about the 
Fascist Leagues ? 
2—What new turn will you give to 
foreign policy ? 
Other groups in the House are sitting 
on the fence to see which way the Socialist 
cat will finally jump. 


THE FORECAST 


Just before the debate began this after- 
noon the forecast of the outcome was that 
the Socialists would ultimately vote for 
the Government, and the Right and Right 
Centre against. This would give the 
Government a handsome majority of over 
150 votes. 

The debate opened with the Ministerial 
declaration of policy, the main lines of 
which were announced as :— 

1—The maintenance of peace through 

respect for international under- 
takings, and 

2—The development of collective security 

in accordance with League prin- 
ciples. 

“Agreement between Britain and France 
is an essential guarantee of the peace of 
Europe,” said the declaration. “ France, 
above all, desires security and peace. We 
wish to assure both by a vigilant national 
defence and continuous international co- 
operation.” | 

In its declaration the Government termed 
itself a ‘‘a Government of Republican 
conciliation and vigilance,’’ entrusted with

the obvious task of assuring fair and free 
elections, 

Stressing the fact that there is no time 
left for a wide constructive programme, 
the declaration stated that in foreign policy 
thé Government would uphold France’s 
friendship and assistance pacts, ‘‘ whose 
sole object is the maintenance of peace 
within the framework of the League. This 
applies alike to Belgium, the Little 
Entente, Italy, Poland, the U.S.S.R., and 
Great Britain. 

“ France is ready to meet all other 
nations half-way on the plane of a wide 
European understanding. She sincerely 
hopes to find Germany in the forefront of 
the countries imbued with peaceful inten- 
tions.’’ 

Strong action to remedy the economic 
crisis and unemployment, ‘its most 
poignant expression,” is the main plank 
in the Government’s home policy platform. 


CREDIT 


This action, said the declaration, ‘‘ in- 
volves measures to stimulate agriculture, 
viticulture, trade, industry and colonial 
development. Economic recovery depends 
primarily on the preservation of French 
credit, as well as on fruitful international 
co-operation,. and peace external and 
internal.’’ 

A thinly-veiled reference to the Fascist 
Leagues, and their opposite numbers 
among the ranks of the Left, was contained 
in the declaration that the Government 
will make it its duty to forbid any disturb- 
ance whatever of the civic peace. ‘‘ In- 
surgents against the law will be smitten 
with the weapons of the law.” 

The House was packed to hear M. 
Sarraut read the declaration, the gallery 
being full to overflowing. 

The Prime Minister was applauded by 
the Left. The Right sat perfectly still, 
with arms crossed, many deputies of the 
extreme Right ostentatiously reading their 
newspapers. 

Over sixty interpellations had been 
tabled, and the party leaders met to 
discuss the limiting of those to be taken. 

The debate will be continued to-morrow, 
and is expected to conclude to-morrow 
evening.

LINER PASSENGER’S

XTRAORDINARY allegations, that he 

had been “ kidnapped by the United 

States authorities, and, against his will, 
was being sent as a prisoner to Germany, 


were made in a statement by a passenger

Roosevelt, when the liner called at 
Plymouth yesterday from New York. . 

The passenger, Dr. George Bresin, 18 
proceeding in the liner, which 1s due to 
call at Havre and Hamburg. 


‘NAZI SECRETS ” 

The statement was handed to a reporter 
by a fellow-passenger. 

‘By most extraordinary circumstances 
I came behind most important Nazi secrets 
affecting British interests in Ethiopia, 
said the statement. ‘‘ I am in possession 
of most important and valuable ocuments 
to this effect.” — i 

Dr. Bresin stated that he tried te get in 
touch with authorities in England, but his 
correspondence was intercepted. Then he 
booked a passage on board the liner, 
American T'rader, which was scheduled to 
sail for London from New York on Novem- 
ber 29 last. He alleged that as he was 
going on board he was stopped and taken 
to Ellis Island, where he was detained, in 
spite of efforts by his lawyer to obtain his 
release, until last week, when he was 


placed on board the -President Roosevelt 


and locked in. 


CALL TO MR. BALDWIN 
“ Without any further formality, with- 
, without any oppor- 


| destination until, by a ruse, he managed 


to examine the baggage master’s books and 
found that he was bound for Berlin. 

Dr. Bresin requested that a telegram 
should be sent to Mr. Baldwin or some 
other high authority who might be ex- 
pected to take prompt action “ before it 
was too late to safeguard the British 
Government’s vital interests.”’ 

The statement proceeded with a reference 
to ‘‘ interested Nazi headquarters ” and to 
“ the greatest political scandal with re- 
gard to their Ethiopia business which I 
had discovered.’’ 

“The usual Nazi method of cold-blooded 
assassination could not serve their pur- 
pose, because my assassination, like those 
of my two former political associates and 
friends, Dr. Walter Rathenau, in 1922, 
and of Lieutenant-Commander Hans 
Paasche in 1920, would have attracted too 
much attention. The Nazis were interested 
in getting my well guarded documents in 
the first instance, without which I could 
never prove the correctness of my sensa- 
tional discoveries, which, as far as 
Ethiopia is concerned, affects vital in- 
terests of the British Government.”’ 


PRETENDED MADNESS 

Dr. Bresin said that when on the liner, 
in order to obtain information as to his 
destination, he acted like a lunatic, and 
by playing on this idea he was frequently 
allowed to examine his luggage. On the 
occasion when he discovered his destination 
his guard was with him, 

“This is the most unbelievable of 
political crimes. I was born in Paris, 
and, if I am deported from the United 
States, I ought to be sent to the country 
to which I belong” proceeded the state- 
ment. ‘‘ Why was I not allowed to go to 
England? I know why. It was with 
regard to my knowledge and my docu-, 
ments relating to Nazi activities in 
Ethiopia, in which the British Govern- 
ment is sure to take a very strong and 
keen interest.’’ 

Dr, Bresin stated that his mother was 
British; that he was recogni by the 
British Home Office as being of Imperial 
Russian nationality, and that his family 
were living at Edgware, Middlesex.

HH ERR HITLER, standing on a balcony 
of the Chancellor's Palace to-night, 
took the salute of 25,000 members of the 
original Storm Troops in celebration of the 
third anniversary of his accession to power. 
The historic, torchlight procession with 
‘which three years ago they celebrated the 
occasion was re-enacted. With torches 
aflame the long columns of Brownshirts 
marched through the famous Brandenburg 
Gate, down Unter den. Linden and the 
Wilhelmstrasse to the Chancellor’s 
Palace, where Herr Hitler stood to take 
the salute. 

Side by side with the celebrations the 
publication of a new law was announced 
dealing with the use of the Army in quell- 
ing civil disturbances.. Under this law 
soldiers are authorised to use arms to 
enforce an order for the surrender of arms 
or to disperse demonstrations or to enforce 
obedience. They are also authorised to 
use their arms forthwith “if the military 
has been summoned to restore or main- 
tain public order.’’ 

The new law supersedes a law of March, 
1914, which was never made public. 


USE OF ARMS 


Cases in which arms may be so emplcyed 
include :— 

1—To ward off an attack involving 
bodily danger to the soldier or to 
break resistance. 

2-—To enforce an order for the 
surrender of arms or to disperse 
demonstrations or to enforce 
obedience. 

3—Against prisoners who attempt to 
escape after they have been warned. 

4—To protect persons or goods en- 
trusted to the military. Hand 
grenades and dynamite may be used in 
case of absolute necessity, 


PEACE AND HONOUR 


Speaking to-day in the Lustgarten, Herr 
Hitler made the following’ declaration :— 
“The world must know that Germany 
will remain peace-loving so long as her 
honour is not touched. But whoever 
thinks they can touch our honour will see 
that we can oppose them. We hope that 
the world will gradually recognise Ger- 
many’s standpoint. To-day we can again 
be proud our honour has been restored, 
and we are proud of the past three years,” 

Reviewing the history of his régime, 
Herr Hitler said:—‘‘ Our hour of fulfil- 


ment of a miracle, but we now know that 
our hour has come. Those who to-day 
stand against us are not against us because 
we are National Socialist, but because we 
have made Germany strong again. We 
know our enemies from the time of the 
war and from the revolt of 1918. 

“Through our movement the German 
people has shown unity. Germany will 
never again undergo a period of disgrace 
—you are the guarantors of that. 


NO TURNING BACK 


“A younger generation is growing up 
to carry om your ideals. Everybody can 
abandon hope that they will be able to 
turn back the wheel of history.” 

After affirming Germany’s love of peace 
with honour, Herr Hitler continued :— 
“ We are without fear and without hesi- 
tation in standing up for our people. We 
will take up any fight forced on us, and 
take any decisions which must be taken.”

Investigation into the kidnapping of the 
Lindbergh baby has been virtually re- 
opened by a sensational letter addressed 
to Colonel Schwartzkop, head of the New 
Jersey police, by Governor Hoffman. In 
the letter Governor Hoffman calls upon 
Colonel Schwartzkop~ to continue a 
thorough and impartial search for every 
person connected with the kidnapping and 
murder of the Lindbergh baby. ' 

“The horrible crime shocked the 
world,” he continues, “ and no person 
connected with it should receive sympathy 
or escape punishment.” 

Reiterating that he does not believe that 
the crime was committed by one man, 
Governor Hoffman adds: ‘‘ There is ample 
evidence in the records that the chief 
witnesses and those engaged in the prosecu- 
tion share my belief.’’ 

Without mincing his words, Governor 
Hoffman continues: “ As Governor, I 
direct you, with every resource at your 
command, to continue a thorough and im- 
partial search for the detection and appre- 
hension of every person connected with this 
crime. 

“ You will acknowledge this letter and 
report to me in writing at least once a 
week on the steps being taken to prosecute 
this investigation.”’ 


NOT ALONE IN CRIME 


Governor Hoffman adds a list ‘of 
numerous reasons for his belief that 
Hauptmann was not alone in the crime. 
He reiterates that he is impressed with the 
evident anxiety of many people to hasten 
Hauptmann’s execution, while “so many 
questions are still unanswered.”’ 

Mentioning the names of Betty Gow 
and Violet Sharpe, Governor Hoffman 
remarks in his letter that the baby’s 
thumb-guard was not found by Miss Gow 
on the path on the Lindbergh estate until 
a month after the kidnapping. In the 
interim hundreds of police, including the 
master minds of the country, had walked 
that path. i 

“ It seems impossible to believe,” he 
says, “ that the article would be per- 
mitted to lie there for a period of a 
month. Could Hauptmann possibly have 
returned from the Bronx to throw the 
thumb-guard there—or was it an accom- 
plice inside or outside the home?’ 

Referring to Miss Sharpe, Governor 
Hoffman points out that at the time of 
her death Colonel Schwartzkop made a 
statement saying that he felt her death 
went a long way towards indicating a 
solution to the crime.

(3 UERRILLA war continues in the 
Tembien, where Ras Seyoum still 
is active, despite the heavy losses of his 
troops in the recent three days’ battle. 
His aim at present appears to be to avoid 
any large-scale engagement and to harass 
the invaders by “ pin-pricks’’ at points 
far apart. 

Marshal Badoglio claims in his latest 
communiqué that the Eritrean troops are 
cleaning up the whole area. 

Abyssinian efforts to redress their posi- 
tion in the south have not resuited, so 
far, in any definite gain, either by tactics 
or. fighting. They are still endeavouring 
to reorganise their forces in the south- 
west, so that when the Italian mobile 
columns reach the hill country of Bale 
and Sidamo an effective barrier can be 
put up. Troop movements from Jijiga 
southward are reported, and a battle in 
Ogaden seems likely. Whether this move 
is intended to divert the attention of 
General Graziani to the east of his’ pre- 
sent advance or whether the Abyssinians 
merel¥ plan to draft some of their forces 
into the region south of Ginir, between 
the two lines of the Italian attack, is not 
at present clear. | 


BOOTY STILL COMING 
IN

THUNDERSTORM IN ADDIS 


ABABA 
ADDIS ABABA, Thursday. 


“The worst thunderstorm of the cen- 
tury,’’ was the description given by 
inhabitants of Addis Ababa of the storm 
which swept over the capital this evening 
—another foretaste of the coming rains. 
All people were forced to keep to their 
houses and there was no traffic in the 
streets. Dried-up streams quickly became 
raging torrents. The road to Dessie is 
again reported to be blocked. 

Further booty is coming in daily from 
the recent heavy fighting in the Tembien, 
which is still claimed in official circles 
here as a victory. The material now in- 
cludes 23 guns and 125 machine-guns. 

There is still great activity in the 
Tembien, says a Havas Special Corre- 
spondent, the Abyssinians continually 
worrying the Italians to prevent their 
building fortifications and roads. 


ABBI ADDI BOMBED 

Ras Seyoum reports that Italian aero- 
planes have bombed Abbi Addi, capital 
of the region, which is still in his hands. 
The bombs set fire to the Maria Marfeda 
and Mikael Tanka churches, 

In the south the most important de- 
velopment seems to be a large movement 
of Abyssinian troops in Oga“en.. Jijiga, 
former headquarters of the southern 
troops, has been evacuated, the garrison 
having moved south, says a Havas Special 
Correspondent. Abyssinian advance posts 
are said to be only twelve miles from the 
Italians, and as reinforcements are coming 
up a battle of some importance seems 
imminent. 

If the battle is forced by the Abyssinians 
it might well have the effect of diverting 
the attention of General Graziani from the 
south-west to the Fafan river front, which, 
it is thought, must ultimately be his main 
line of advance. i

Mussolini Holds 
Cabinet Meeting 


MODIFICATION OF

ROME, Thursday. 
MUSSOLINI held a ‘full 


Cabinet meeting. here to-day—the 
first this year. The last Cabinet meeting 
was held on December 30. The Duce 
made special reference to the ‘ British 
naval concentration in the Mediter- 
ranean.”’ 

The Cabinet then approved bills 
‘‘ modifying ” the bachelor tax, establish- 
ing personal health booklets for all 
citizens, and providing for the requisi* 
tioning of all synthetic wool supplies. 

The Cabinet meeting lasted some three 
and a half hours. At the close the 
following communiqué was issued :— 

“ Signor Mussolini gave an extensive 
explanation of the international politica] 
situation, with partjcular reference to the 
French crisis and the British naval con- 
centration in the Mediterranean. ~He 
emphasised the great importance of the 
recent victories on the Somali and 
Eritrean fronts, and after having com- 
memorated the memories of those fallen 
in battle; emphasised the bravery of the 
Italian troops, whose morale and physical 
health, he said, were both extremely 
high.” 

In referring to the British Fleet in the 
Mediterranean, Signor Mussolini _ said 
that the Italian Memorandum on this 
question—sent to all the 52 Powers last 
week—gave irrefutably the truth of the 
facts of the concentration. 


LINES OF COMMUNICATION 


The Duce then declared that the send- 
ing of fifty thousand workmen to East 
Africa, which was in progress at the 
moment, would guarantee the perfection 
of the Italian linés of communication, so 
as to enable them to function even during 
the summer season of the great rains. 
He pointed out that last summer a hun- 
dred thousand soldiers were in East 
Africa during the rains without suffering 
any inconvenience worth mentioning. 

The Cabinet approved the establishment 
of personal booklets containing details of 
the physical health and military training 
of citizens. It is explained that these are 
necessary ‘‘ owing to the complete military 
organisation of the nation.” The booklet 
will contain details of the “ progressive 
development of the physical exercises and 
military preparation of every citizen from 
adolescence to manhood.”’ 

The results of periodical medical 
examination made at the ‘‘ most charac- 
teristic times of life of the citizen soldier” 
—i.e., at 11, 14, 17, at the beginning and 
end of compulsory mi‘ ‘ary service, and, 
finally, on the date when the citizen soldier 
is first called to the colours—will also be 
entered. 

This booklet will be an indispensable 
document for obtaining work of any sort. 


WOOL DISTRIBUTION 


A bill as adopted regulating the pur- 
chase and distribution of Italian wool for 
1936. It provides for the requisitioning 
by the military authorities of all synthetic 
wooi. This will be done under the system 
of requisitioning which was applied with 
excellent results during the Great War. 
Compensation to the producers of synthetic 
wool has been taken into consideration. 
The price the Government will pay will be 
decided in a later decree. 

A further decree approved by the 
Cabinet provides for “ modifications ” to 
the bachelor tax, in order to relieve the 
State to some extent of the financial 
burden of the marriage and children’s 
bonuses.

Be once people narrowly escaped being 
burned to death in their beds at Dun- 
gloe this morning, but £290 in notes was 
destroyed. 

Awakened by excited neighbours, al! 
four escaped into Main street in their night 


| clothes, before their home and an adjoin- 


ing tailor’s shop was gutted shortly after 
ó o clock. 

A wooden box, which contained the 
notes, was burned to ashes in the outbreak, 
which originated in the shop, and the 
estimated loss, apart from the money, runs 
into several hundred pounds, and includes 
three sewing machines, tailoring equip- 
ment, and the entire contents of both 
buildings, with the exception of bedding 
and kitchen utensils, which were thrown 
through a window. 

The fire, which was one of the most 
serious in this neighbourhood for many 
years, threatened at one time to spread 
to the adjoining houses in Main street, 
which is about half-a-mile long; but Civic 
Guards, assisted by neighbours, many of 
whom were in their night clothes, cut away 
roofing of nearby dwellings, and the out- 
break was eventually confined to the two 
premises. 


SAVED BY NEIGHBOURS 


Mrs. Hannah Campbell, with her son, 
daughter and brother, Mr. John Sweeney, 
were saved by neighbours, who, wakened 
by the smoke at 2.45 a.m., ran into the 
street and warned them. The four 
occupants left hurriedly, and were just in 
time; for the flames, immediately after- 
wards enveloped the house and shop, both 
of which were soon destroyed. 

John Sweeney owned the tailoring busi- 
ness which was attached to the house, 
and the £290 in notes is said to have been 
for the purpose of paying commercial 
travellers for cloth.

A neighbour told me that Civic Guards, 
with others, marshalled the hastily-attired 
crowd together; a long line was formed, 
and buckets of water were passed along 
from hand to hand.

te his return from attendance at the 
funeral of His late Majesty King 
George V., the Lord Mayor of Dublin 
(Alderman A. Byrne, T.D.) said to an 
Trish Times reporter :— 

é“ The decision to go to the funeral was 
entirely my own. I felt it was an. act 
that the vast majority of the Irish people 
would endorse. He was much beloved by 
his people. I hold that it was nothing but 
a simple duty that the citizens of Dublin 
would expect of me that I should pay due 
respect on their behalf. 


MANY IRISH PEOPLE 


““I met a very large number of: Irish 
people resident in London, who expressed 
keen satisfaction at the fact that I was 
officially attending the funeral. Yesterday 
I spent most of the day. receiving visitors— 
Trish residents of London—who had heard 
of my arrival, and called to leave their 
cards or to say how much they appreciated 
my attendance at the King’s funeral.’’ 

When did you arrive in London, Lord 
Mayor? 

On Monday morning, and, after settling 
myself at my hotel, I went to the Catholic 
ceremony in Westminster Cathedral, where 
a welcome was extended: ‘to me by His 
Grace Archbishop Hinsley. There was. a 
large—an_ overflowing—attendance. More 
than half the congregation were from Ire- 
land. I was provided with a special seat 
im the place reserved for State officials, the 
Diplomatic Corps and members of the two 
Houses of the British Parliament. Captain 
Dalton, the Catholic 
minster, was also present. 

During the day I paid a visit of 
courtesy to him, and also to the Lord 
Mayor of London and the High Sheriff. I 
also met a number of members of Parlia- 
ment and officers of State. 


IN PALACE YARD 


What part did you take at the King’s 
obsequies ? 

I was the only civic person in Palace 
Yard at the removal of the remains from 
Westminster Hall to the gun-carriage. 
Incidentaliy, I renewed acquaintance there 
with Mr. Baldwin, the British Premier.. 
Royal salutes were given as the King and 
Roval Family arrived in Palace Yard, 
and also for the several crowned heads as 
they appeared on the scene. 

I should tell you first, however, that I 
was taken the night before by the Mayor 
of Westminster to pay my respects at the 
bier in Westminster Hall, and was pro- 
vided with a special place opposite_the 
cofin. My admiration was won by the 
remarkable bearing of the official mourners, 
who stood as still as statues; not even a 
tremor could be noticed in the plumes of 
their helmets. 


THE PATIENT CROWDS 


I was much impressed at the attitude 
of the people of London. It was very 
evident that it was one of most sincere 
mourning. Their patient waiting in the 
queues to view the lying-in-state was an 
nmazing sight. On. both sides of the river 
[ saw people standing ten deep. On the 
far side they had no hope of getting into 


Westminster Hall for at least six hours. | 


They all wore mourning—if it were only 
a black tie or the carrying of a black- 
bordered handkerchief to mark their 
respect for the King. Some of the people 
were up all night awaiting the turn to 
pass by the coffin, and in torrents of rain 
not one of them would give up his or her 
place. Everybody wore a memorial badge 
of some sort. 

Was the assembly in Palace Yard on 
Tuesday all taking part in the procession ? 

No; Mr. Baldwin was not. Only the 
Royal mourners and the official representa- 
tives of countries and such persons walked 
in the procession. 


AT WINDSOR 


After the procession had left Palace 
Yard we went by another route to Padding- 
ton Railway Station. There were four 
special trains to carrv those who had been 
specially invited to Windsor. These trains 
which were labelled “His Majesty’s 
Guests,’’ took about a thousand passengers 
to Windsor, where we were provided with 
reserved seats in the Roval Chapel. 
were received at the chapel by Court 
officials, dressed in black, with knee 
breeches, carrying small gold-tipped 
batons. We reached the chapel abo an 
hour and a half hefore the coffin, and 
entered our seats, but by doing so missed 
the procession from the station. Wreaths 
were hung all round the railings outside 
the chapel .and the crass on the ground 
ahout could not he seen for them. The 
ceremony of the burial did not take more 
than twenty minufes. It was a very 
simple ceremony.

MR. W. M. FULLERTON’S ADDRESS -

_ AN INTERESTING SKETCH 
UNBROKEN RECORD OF PROSPERITY 
——— 


Extract from the address delivered by the 
Chairman (Mr. W. M. Fullerton) to the share- 


ders at, the hundredth ordinary general 
meeting oí the company held at the head 
Office oí the ban on Thursday, th 


January, 1936. 

I feel it is a great honour to be presiding 
at this meeting on such an unique occasion 
m the history of the bank, as during this 
year we shall celebrate the centenary of its 
establishment. You will appreciate, however, 
that in a short address it would be impossible 
for me to do more than give you a very cur- 
sory account of its foundation and progress. 

We have in our ion an original 
minute book which records that a meeting of 
shareholders, interested in the formation of 
the “ Belfast National Bank of Ireland,’’ was 
held at the Royal Hotel on Thursday, the 
26th November, 1835, John Heron, Esq., in 
the chair. Amongst other resolutions passed 
at that meeting, with which, owing to their 
length and somewhat involved language, | 
will not trouble you, was one moved by Mr. 
John Bell, jnr., and seconded by Mr. John 
Marshall; which read as follows :— 

“That the Beifast National Bank be 
now formed, with a Cap%tal of One Mil- 
lion Stg., one half to be subscribed in 
the district of Belfast and the other half 
by the Company in London, in 50,000 
local Shares of £10 each, upon which 25 
per cent. shall be immediately payable.”’ 

A committee was formed to carry the.pro 
ject to fruition. 

It is not. shown exactly what was meant by 
the “Company in London,’ but we assume 
the idea was to form a bank in combination 
with the National Bank, which had just 
been, or was in process of being, founded. 

A prospectus of the proposed bank was 
actually published and appeared ijn the Bel- 
fast papers. The full particulars of this 
prospectus are set out in the minute book 


to which I have referred, but subsequently . 


difficulties seem to have arisen, the exact 
nature of which is not disclosed, as at a 
meeting of the Committee held on 22nd 
February, 1836, presided over by Robert 
Simms, Esq., it was decided not to pro- 
ceed. with the original project, and the 
following resolution was passed :— 
“That in the opinion of this meeting 
a local bank would be desirable under 
the name of the Uister Banking 
with a capital of one million. sterling in 
100,000 shares of £10 each, one quarter 
to be paid up, and one shilling each 
share paid al when subscribing, 
towards paying expenses of outfit.’’ 

A new committee was appointed to pre- 
pare a prospectus and arrange preliminary 
matters, after which a meeting of merchants 
and others interested “in the establishment 
of the bank was to be called. 

MEETING OF MERCHANTS. 

This committee did their work most ex- 
editiously, as three days: later, on 25th 
february, 1836, the meeting of merchants 
was held, presided over by Mr. John Heron, 
who- had presided at the original meeting, 
and the prospectus was approved. It is on 
record that at this meeting two gentlemen 
present withdrew because they could not 
get the meeting to agree that the directors 
should be mess. IR chosen from the two poli- 
tical parties. in the town. The following 
entlemen were then appointed directors :— 
fr. John Heron, Mr. Robert Grimshaw, 
Mr. John Currell and Mr. James Steen, 
junior, but it is not stated what their poli- 
tical views. were. | 

It was also arranged that a committee 
(corresponding to our present Advisory Com- 
mittee) should be chosen at a general meet- 
ing of proprietors to be afterwards con- ' 
vened for that purpose. 

Thus was born the Ulster Bank, and the 
drafting’ of a deed of co-partnership was 
placed in the hands of a Mr. James 
Andrews, solicitor, Donegall street, Belfast. 

This deed, which is a very lengthy docu- 
ment written on parchment, has been- most | 
carefully preserved. The beautiful way 
in which it was engrossed bears very favour. 
able comparison- with «ny legal. document 
of the present age. The first signature to it 
is that of Mr. John Heron, and then follow 
the signatures: of the three other directors 
and no less than eight hundred and nme 
subscribers. It will be of interest to note 
that the deed bears the date Ist April, 1836. 
Obviously ‘‘ All fools’ day” had no terrors 
for the signatories, and subsequent events 
have proved that their faith was wellfounded. 

We have not the exact figures, but ap- 
parently about £816,000 of the capital was 
subscribed and £204,000 paid up. 

THE FIRST COMMITTEE 

The meeting of sharcholders to elect the 
committee was held on 30th April, 1836, when 
the following gentlemen wer: elected :—John 
Dunville, James Boomer, Jonathan Cordukes, 
William Hunter (Dunmurry), Joseph Gillis 
and John Sinclair. These gentlemen thus 
constituted the first committee of the bank. 

The deed of co-partnership provided that 
the company should commence business from, 
and immediately after, the 9th day of April, 
1836, but it was not till lst July, 1836, that 
the bank was actually opened for business. 
Premises were taken in Waring street, not 
far from where we are met to-day, end thus 
the infant bank was launched on its great 
voyage. - 

Unfortunately, a {ew months after its 
establishment the youthful bank had to pass 
through a serious crisis which might readily 
have ended its career. According to our 
records, at the end of 1836 there was a 
financial crisis in what is described as ‘‘the 
money world,” which resulted in a run on 
many of the joint stock banks and the failure 
of a private bank. Actually the drafts of 
the Ulster Banking Co. were 1efused pay- 
ment in Dublin. 

A MONEY CRISIS 

In their report to the committee the 
directors stated that within fifteen days they 
had to pay off £80,000 of issued notes, and 
in addition £10;250 to their Dublin bankers, 
and at a time when they found it impossible 
to discount bills with their usual freedom; 
but they added that the bank had come 
through the crisis successfully, and they had 
pleasure in saying that they were not aware 


of om lost any customers and that few of. 


them had suffered inconvenience. | 

The first annual report was made at a 
meeting of proprietors, held on 28th Sep- 
tember, 1837, and, in view of what I have 
just told you about conditions during the 
year, the following extract from the report 
will be of interest :— 

“Your Committee have the satisfac- 
tion to report that, notwithstanding the 
difficulties of the period, the affairs of 
the bank appeared to them in so pros- 
perous a condition that they felt war- 
ranted in recorhmending the directors to 
ay a dividend out of the profits for the 
ast year of five per cent.” 

Tt is pleasant to be able to state that ever 
since that period the bank has never failed 
to pay a dividend. 

I do not propose to weary you by quoting 
figures and statistics. It is quite sufficient 
for my purpose to say that with varying 
ups and downs the bank continued to pro- 
gress; and branches were established through- 
out the country with a most commendable 
optimism as to the future. 

BANK NOTES ACT. 

In the year 1845 an Act was passed to re- 
gulate the issue of bank notes in Ireland, 
which, in the words of the directors’ report 
to the Committee, ‘‘ imposed very serious re- 
strictions on all banks of issue.” I need not 
deal with the provisions of the Act further 
than‘ to say that the wisdom shown by the 
Government of the day in passing ona an 


td..l Act cannot be questioned. 


A very difficult period seems to have been 
passed through in the years 1846-’7, as the 
report of the committee for the yea ending 
41st August, 1847, contains the | 
_ ““Faámine and “disease, severe mone- 
taty pressure, and long continued stag- 
nation in the chief branches of our manu- 
facturing and commercial interests—with 
extreme fluctuations in the value of seve- 
ral articles of .produce—have charac- 
terised the present year, and occasioned 
the most extensive social and mercantile 
disasters on record.”’: | 

Notwithstanding this doleful report, the 
bank was able to pay what is described as

THE NEW BUILDING.

In the year 1886 the bank celebra i 
Jubilee, and it is from this year aos = 
personal knowledge of its activities begins 
as I entered the service as a junior clerk 
on 2lst day ef July of that year. The paid 
up capitel then amounted to £400,000 with 
reserve funds of £450,000. According to the 
halance sheet of ólst August, 1886. deposits 
and credit accounts amounted to £5,582,516 
and advances to £3,516,616. The profits for 
the year were £75,047, and a dividend of 
18 per cent., which absorbed £72,000, was 
paid to the shareholders, To mark the occa- 
sion the directors paid a bonus of 10 per cent. 
on their salaries to the officers, but this only 
- gt to the very modest sum of £3,775 

s. 

During the intervening years till 1914, when 
the Great War commenced, there were not, 
so far as I can recollect, any outstanding 
events of note, though there is one matter 
affecting the staff to which I wish to refer. 
In the year 1894 a sum of £6,000 accrued to 
the bank from a legacy bequeathed in satis- 
faction of a debt written off as bad many 
years previously. This windfall the directors 
used, with the consent of the shareholders, 
to form the nucleus of a fund for the bene- 
fit of widows and orphans of deceased officers. 

The events of the war years, and also the 
difficulties we had to encounter in our own 
country afterwards, are still fresh in the 
memories of all present and I pass them over 
without further comment. 


PURCHASE BY WESTMINSTER BANK. 

One very important event I must, however, 
deal with, and that is the purchase in the 
year 1917 of the shares of this bank by the 
Vestminster Bank, or as it was then called, 
the London County and Westminster Bank. 
You will recollect that this was done by an 
exchange of shares of one bank for shares 
in the other, plus a cash payment, Our 
entity was most carefully preserved, and it 
is a pleasure to me to state that our relations 
with our shareholders are of a most cordial 


strict non-interference. While I am happy 
to say that I cannot visualise anv crisis 
through which we could not successfully pass 
relying on our own resources, it is un- 
doubtedly an added strength to know that we 
are affiliated to one of the most powerful 
banks in the kingdom. 

I must also refer to the foundation in 
1927 of our Provident Fund to supersede the 
Superannuation and Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Funds of which 1 have made mention. This 
new fund, which is of vital importance from 
the point of view of the staff, is vested in 
trustees, and the bank makes to it an annual 
contribution based on an actuarial valuation. 
The fund is steadily building. up capital, 
and in couse of time will be in a strong 
| financial position. 

PAST DIRECTORS. 

As yet I have not said anything about our 
predecessors in office, with the exception of 
the foundation directors. Of the first direc- 
tors, Mr, Currell retired in 1837 and Mr. 
Steen in 1840. Mr. James T. Tennent was 
appointed an assistant director in 1842, a 
position which he held till 1850, when he 
also retired. Mr. John Heron, who was 
really the father of the bank, and was its 
first chairman, resigned in 1848, and was 
succeeded by his son, Mr. James Heron, who 
remained a director till his death in 1868. 
Mr. Grimshaw died in 1867. Following Mr. 
James Heron’s appointment, we had as direc- 
tors :—Mr. J. W. Stouppe McCance, Mr. W. 
J. C. Allen, Mr. Thomas. Ringland, Mr. 
Henry J. McCance, Mr. F. R. Lepper, Mr 
James Carr, Mr. James T. Blackwood, Mr.

The gentlemen I have named were men of 
vision, who served the bank with great zeal 
and ability, and its present high standing 
owes much to their wisdom and foresight.

Thomas Ringland, who was the first member 
of the staff to be appointed a director: He 
entered the bank in August, 1836, and was

THE OUTSTANDING FIGURE.

he was a director, His great ability de- 
servedly earned for him a high place in the 
banking world, and it would be impossible for 
me to overstate the value of his services to 
the institution he served so faithfully. It 
will be many years before the influence of 
his wise counsel and guidance fades bt 
if, indeed, it ever does. The shareholders 
marked their appreciation of his great ser- 
vices by presenting him with his portrait, 
which hangs on the walls of our directors’ 
room,

LONDON, Thursday. 


An improvement in general trading condi. 
tions in Ireland was foreshadowed by Mr. 
Michael J. Cooke, Chairman of the National 
Bank, Ltd., when he presided at the annual 


general meeting of the bank at Old Broad | 


street, London, to-day. 
There was a good attendance of share- 
holders, and supporting the Chairman were

Ladies and Gentlemen,—Before proceeding 
with the business of this meeting, I desire to 
allude to the death of His Majesty King 
George the Fifth, which called forth, in no 
uncertain manner, universal sorrow and sym- 
pathy; and I will ask you to stand for a few 
moments in silent tribute to his memory, - 

THE CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS. 

I will now call upon the Secretary to read 
the notice convening the meeting and the 
certificate and report of the auditors) It is a 
source of satisfaction to your directors to be 
able to lay before you a statement coverin 
the bank’s operations during the past half- 
year, showing, as it does, a strong and liquid 

ition. I will now ask you to refer to the 
alance sheet in your hands in order that we 
may compare the more important items with 
the figures presented to you twelve months 


ago, 

: THE ACCOUNTS. 

Paid-up capital shows no change—it 
remains at £1,500,000. The reserve fund 
stands at £1,090,000, 
increase this to £1,100,000 by the transfer of 
£10,000 from the last ha of by profits. 
Notes in circulation are slightly lower by 
£14,000, while our liabilities under the head 
of deposit and current accounts show a 
decline of some £350,000. me ag and 
endorsements, etc., are up by 000. 

Let us now turn to the assets side. The 
first item, cash on hand, shows an increase 
of £450,000, while there is a decrease of 
£335,000 in our móhey at call. Government 
securities are lower by £781,000, and our 


corporation and other investments. by 
£28 000 Our advances 


,000. are higher by 
£438,000, and bills discounted lower by 
£69,000. Bank premises stand at £739,567, a 
decrease of £18,301 on the figures shown last 
year. Summarising the totals, it will be seen 
that our aggregate means stand _ at 
£41,343,000, and our liquid assets show a 

roportion of 61.5 per cent. as against our 
liabilities to the public payable on demand. 
The foregoing figures, I submit, indicate a 
position which, Í am sure, you will consider 
to be most satisfactory. 

With regard to the profit and loss account, 
as I have already stated, we propose to add 
£10,000 to Reserve Fund.and a similar sum 
to contingencies account. We pay our usual 
dividend at the rate of 12 per cent, per 
annum, and carry forward £36,312. 

| LOW MONEY RATES. 

Owing to the continuance of low money 
rates we find one of our most difficult 
problems to be the remunerative employment 
of our funds, For instance, the average rate 
for Treasury bills during the past year was 
only ten shillings and sixpence per cent., 
and when it is remembered that a certain pro- 
portion of our cash must be kept instantly 
available it will be readily realised that what 
"é have been accustomed to regard as one 
of Íour important avenues for earnings now 
offers very small scope. But, in spite of 
these considerations, we have always desmed 
it our duty to maintain our liquidity, and 
I may tell you that a large portion of our 
investments consists of short-dated Govern- 
ment Securities. 

RECOVERY IN TRADE. te 

After several years of acute depression it 
is satisfactory to see a definite return to 
prosperity in the home trade, and this, I 
may remark, is not due to fortuitous circum- 
stances, but to the careful handling of busi- 
ness affairs and by the strict apron of 
proved financial principles. With these we 
may look forward to continued expansion. It 
is also pleasing to record that the external 
trade position has again showed some im- 
provement in value. - However, it is to be 
remembered that, while international com- 
merce continues to be hampered by artificial 
restrictions, the volume of world trade must 
remain unsatisfactory. 


THE COMMISSION ON BANKING. 

I mentioned to you twelve months ago that 
a Commission, of which I am a member, 
had been appointed by the Irish Free State 
Government. The terms of reference are wide, 


‘and during the past fifteen months frequent 


mectings have been held, and consequently the 
proceedings must continue for some further 
time in order that a comprehensive report may 
be forthcoming. The external trade statistics 
for the year ended in November last are 
notable in that they show, almost for the 
first time in five years, a reversal of the 
increasing trend in the advetse balance of 
the Irish Free State. While conditions in 
all branches of economic activity are very 
much at a transitional stage, our reports 1n- 
dicate improvement in general trading con- 
ditions, though agriculture and land values 
still remain a major problem. The conver- 
sion of the First Natioual Loan carried out 
a few months ago was a complete success. 
NORTHERN IRELAND. 

Reports of industrial and trade conditions 
in Northern Ireland are favourable, The 
shipbuilding output of 114,000 tons consti- 
tuted a world record for 1935. The linen, 
engineering and tobacco trades all report 
some progress. Conditions in the licensed 
trade are rather better than a year ago, 
especially in those districts affected by the 
improvement in the ie ye Agriculturally, 
Northern Ireland is a land of small holdings 
with a system of mixed farmiag, Prospects 
are tending more favourably for farmers 
there, and the values of holdings are recover- 


ing.

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IRISH BANKS’ RATE. | 
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BELFAST LINEN TRADE 
~~ MÁ 
FAIR DEMAND FOR GOODS 


The report oí the Belfast Linen market 
for the past ::onth,issued last night, states :— 
Prices continue firm, and, under the circum- 
stances, there i3 a fair demand for goods, 
especially contract business, though, of 
course, the margin on such orders is usually 


very clo Stocks are low in practically all 
ends of the trade, and replacement 
will mean higher prices. Business in cambrics 
and sheers in the piece continues fair, though 
not up to the average of two months ago. 
There are quite a number of buyers, both 
U.S.A. and Colonial, either in Belfast or 
expected shortly, and from reports of a good 
Christmas business there is every hope that 
substantial orders should now be placed. 
usual at this time of year, orders for hand- 
kerchiefs and fancy goods are not very 
plentiful. 

The dem>~1 for dress linens has moderated 
to some extent, but some fairly substantial 
assortments against contracts on hands have 
been received. Plain goods predominate, but 
flaked Jir-ns, tweeds, and other novelty effects 
are also selling well. 

Although reports of London January sales 
are good and trade conditions in U.S.A. 
appear to be definitely improved, up to the 
present  wanufacturers have found no re- 
action from these favourable conditions in 
any increased volume of business. There has 
been considerable inquiry, and orders are 
confidently looked for in the immediate 
future. Again it has to be mentioned that 
prices for woven material are quite in- 
adequate, and in many cases do not cover 
cost. 

The spinners report that Continental 
ee are, on the whole, definitely dearer 
than Irish yarns, and, therefore, non-com- 
petitive. The marginal advances so far 
obtained by manufacturers are quite in- 
sufficient to cover the increased yarn costs. . 

Irish flax prices are unchanged. The Russian 
monopoly is very firm. The Soviet authorities 
declare that the quantity available for export 
will be limited owing to increased home 
requirements.

SOME INTERESTING EXPERIENCES 


-—+ — 


Bry P. P. Graves. y 


I had seen enough of the middle Shannon 
in 1934 to want to revisit it, and on August 
5, 1935, I re-started ‘operations again at 
Athlone. There is no point in giving a or 
to-day summary of my operations. I will 


simply say that I fished at Athlone on the 


Shannon and on Lough Ree nearly every 
day from August 5 to August 19, h in- 
clusive. | 

On August 21 I was at Lismore, and for 
the next three days fished the Cork Black- 
water. -Finally, I had two uneventful days 
at Lucan and Kilcock, on the Royal Canal, 
where weather conditions were un avourable, 
and I owe, took little perch and rudd, none 
nearly worth keeping; but saw enough and 
heard enough to be sure that some good 
bream were to be found in this not un- 
attractive water. 

I should add that I had a day on the 
small, but promising, Pallas Lake, near 
Tullamore, easily reached from Athlone. 
Permission is required from the owner, Mr. 
J. Graham, and if the would-be angler wants 
to do any.good on this lake he should 
arrange beforehand for the loan of a boat 
and the pay of the boatman, who owns the 
boat and kuows the lake well. 

Coarse fishing in its finer aspects is little 
known in the Irish Free State. Tackle is 
primitive. method vigorous; bait must he 
obtained. by the exertions of the angler and 
his gillie. 


PERCH 


These swarmed in Lough Ree, and were a 
nuisance in the Shaanon, below and above 
Athlone. Even when legering for bream er 
rudd I was bothered by these greedy little 
river perch, which would gorge a No. 7 hook 
in the most extraordinary way. I had two 
capital days on the lake, however, fishing 
| wath, worm or bunches of gentles or baby 
perc 

On August 15 I took twenty-eight, fishing 
alternately with float at about 8ft. or pater- 
noster, just off a formidable weed bed. None 
weighed less than 104 oz., but the largest. was 
no more than 15 oz. Most fish ran to over 
15 oz., and my own catch weighed some 
2041b. 

My companion did even better, and our 
total catch was 63 fish, taken in about 3) 
hours, weighing just 44lb. This steady 
average of size was interesting. The same 
high average was shown by the Shannon 
bream and by the dace of the Blackwater. 

On Angust 16 1 tried again in the same 
"| es and took fifteen perch in about two 
ours, the two best weighing 15) oz. and 15 
oz. respectively We took thirty ‘three, to- 
gether weighing 191b,, a good lot, but not 
quite so even as those ‘of the previous day. 


| PIKE 
There are plenty of small ptke about in 


Lough Ree and in the Shannon, but the 
big fellows were not yet on the move. 


Trolling, or, better, trailing, is the usual | 


method there. It may not be very sporting, 
but in such big water as Lough Ree, 
seventeen miles by five miles at its. widest, 
I do not see what else a non-resident can 
do. I hooked nothing over 4lb., and only 
kept. one fish, which had got the terminal 
triangle of a German “ hlinker ” in its gills. 
The “‘ blinker,’’ about 4in. long, with a red 
strips painted down the convex side, proved 
the best lure in the generally bright weather 
which | experienced, 

On Fallas Lake I took three small pike in 
bright sunshine, but 1 am sure that there are 
plenty of better fish to be had there. The 
oldest local angler, the owner of the boat, 
told me that pike ran up to 15ib, and 
occasionally 20Ib. He scoffed at the stories 
of 4lb. and 5lb. perch, to which, by the way 
a recent edition of ' Where to Fish” seemed 
to give eredence, declaring that he had never 
taken any of over 2jlb. Tench, on the other 
hand, ran to 5lb. and 6lb. often enough, but 
were ‘only to be caught as a rule after fairly 
heavy ground baiting with cattle-cake by 
anglers using worm or paste and fishing fine 


early in the morning or towards and after 


sundown. 
RUDD 


I could not hit the shoal of rudd into which 
I got in 1934, and, though I saw some fine 
ones priming and taking flies in the river on 
occasion, I could not get them to take gentles, 
bread or worm, The only specimen I took at 
Athlone was a very handseme fish of 14Ib., 
taken just off the Leinster bank of the 
Shannon by legering. | 


BREAM. 


My experience with bream was most in 
teresting. I had managed to get into touch 
with the boatman who took me out last year. 
He had done some clearing on the Leinster 
side sad y near an infall of sewage, and it 
was here that I got most of the excellent 
bream, which I took, weighed and usually 
returned. Incidentally some of the inhabitants 


eat them crimped, basted with very salt 


butter and slices of strong American bacon, 


and finally dredged with a dash of meal or 
flour. But my first bream was not taken 


here. 
I was fishing in the rnn below the Weir, 


baiting with worm and using a big, heavily 


shotted Avon float to get the bait down in the 
fast water. I was winding fn after after half 
hour’s unsuccess when, aa. the bait swung into 


a shallower eddy out of the deep, fast 
current, I had a bite, struck and found my- 
self playing a solid and hefty fish, which got 
at once into the fast water—it had only a 


couple of feet to go—and once there gave 
me lots to think about. . I had to go 
carefully for a time till I saw what I had 


on. - But fast water is not the bream’s 
native heath, and after a while this fellow 
came into the eddy and .was landed. He 
weighed 4ilb., and had given me great fun. 


A DAILY SPELL 


For the rest of my stay in Athlone I could 


usually pet in at least one hour's daily spell 
of bream fishing in the baited swim, and 
after two preliminary catastrophes, caused 
in one case by over-zealous strtking.and in 
the other by a piece of carelessness which 
let a useful bream make a last-minute dash 
under the boat, I became used to this very 
interesting form of fishing. 


Nearly all my fish were caught trotting, 


with the bait (worm) dragging along the 
bottom. There were three types of bite, 
the sideways movement with slanting and 
then disappearing float, frequent but not more 
common than a check sometimes for three or 
four seconds of the moving float followed by 
its quiet disappearance. I soon stopped strik- 
ing on the check and let the float go well 
down before hitting the fish. 


On two occasions there was another and an 


exciting form of bite. On each the float had 
barely cocked two or three yards from the 
stern of the boat when the bait was grabbed 
and away rushed the fish. Most days the 
stream was very slow. When the river rose 
after some heavy showers (the swim was not 
a quarter of a mile from the Weir), I tried 
tight corking with success. 


The depth was from 4ft. to 5ft., water 


fairly clear, end on the whole I had little 
difficulty with weed. I used No. 9 hooks on 
4x lengths on days when the stream was slow;

This concluded my bream fishing. The 
results were very creditable to the Sha: aioe 
strain of bream. With the bream from th 
weir I make my total—I trust accurately. 
to be nineteen, ‘weighing 76 lb. lá or., and 
I do not think many English rivers will beat 
that average. .I may add that I have had 
little previous experience of bream fishing, 
and I have small doubt that an East Anglian 


bream specialist who had the time to make 


a study of the river near Athlone would 
produce remarkable figures given good conii- 
tions of water. I may also add that nearly 
all my bream were returned at once to the 
Shannon after their weighing. 

Here may I ask a question? In “ Where 
to Fish’’ are recorded two very large aie 
bream from the Blackwater. Jas this th 
Cork Blackwater or the northern river of 
the same name which flows out of Lough 
Ramor in East Cavan, Irish Free State, 
lake which contains bream ? 

Professional fishermen whom I asked about 


‘the bream in the Cork Blackwater evinced 


some surprise, and wanted to know what a 
bream looked like. When I described it they 
shook their heads and denied -having seen 

‘eer a one” in the Blackwater. Now this 
was at Lismore and Cappoquin. Maybe brea 
occur elsewhere in the river, but somehow 
what I have seen of the Blackwater does not 
make me feel inclined to helieve that they 
haunt it, save just possibly in the lowest 
tidal reaches. ' 

Still, two Blackwater bream of 11} Ib. and 
93 Ib. respectively. are recorded, and there the 
matter stands. But I have not the slightest 
disbelief in the bream of 8 lb. said to have 
been taken by Mr. R. Watson at Athlone 
(Anglers’ Guide to I.F.S., 2nd ed., p. 201), 


and I mav note that the average of the 


bream netted in Lough Derg in 1918-19 and 


1920-23 was 5th. 507., and the biggest fish 
recorded there was 8 lb: 70z. These bream 
were netted in shallows’ when heavy with 
spawn (Anglergé’ Guide to I.F.S., loc. cit, 
page 19), but this does not much detract 
from the impressiveness of the record, based 
as it was on 112 fish weighed. Finally, mav 
I sav that there are no silver bream in 
Ireland. All that I took were most authentic 
bronze bream, and were all but one in very 
fair condition,
